Today there la being released for publication a statement that the 
Armed Forres Security Agency vill be loceted at Fort Knox, Kentucky. 

This is the first public statement concerning' the intended move. 

The move vill benefit nil concern***!, personally and officially. 

Our present facilities are not conducive to the most efficient operation. 
Th*» new building, designed for our operations and air conditioned for 
cur comfort and efficiency, should over come present operational diffi- 
culties. 

Northern Kentucky, including the Fort Knox area, is an attractive 
part of tl«i country. Nearby Louisville is a modem, prosperous city. 
Living conditions in this area ere pleasant. Current rents and costs of 
land end buildings are lower than in Washington. Health and recreational 
co iditions a r-=* excellent and educational institutions a re numerous . 

Information about the new site has been gathered through surveys 
and investigations and additional information is being obtained and 
evaluated. Tbs facta could not be made available to personnel until 
tne official announensent was released, but from now on information 
about th- now location will ho distributed to AFSA personnel as it be- 
comes available. This will include information on housing, supply, 
trijinportaticn , sports, schools, churches, reerention, theaters end 
ent nrtainmer.t, finance, vacations, taxes, stats and municipal laws and 
ordinances, health, h f, ot>i+'’Tic.'it1ou r ai 1 cu-e and historic »1 backgrounds , 
end othci oubjecta .
